If smiles spun gold there 
would be 123 incredibly wealthy 
people with numerous tales to 
share follow ing the first reunion 
of the Didsbury Teachers’ 
Alumni last weekend 

The guest book at the door 
told much of the story, with en¬ 
tries punctuated by exclamation 
marks 

“Hi folks, great to be back!’’ 
read an entry from Malcolm and 
Wendy Watchman who trav¬ 
elled all the way from 
Gloustershirc England to greet 
former colleagues 

“We were looking for an ex¬ 
cuse to come back [to Dids¬ 
bury],” Malcolmsaid. “andthis 
was the catalyst.” 

The first person Malcolm 
sought out was alumni presi¬ 
dent Grace Banta who shared 
the Watchman's enthusiasm at 
the prospect of connecting with 
colleagues, in some cases, after 
decades of separation 


Banta, who taught junior high 
classes for 25 years from 1950 
to 1975, expressed delight at the 
turn-out and at the chance to 
trade stories and memories with 
teachers who had travelled any¬ 
where from a short jaunt across 
town to several comers of the 
country and beyond 

Pixie Parson who taught lo¬ 
cally from 1968 to 1989, brought 
along three special guests, also 
teachers, to the reunion who hail 
from South Africa Sowbakium 
Nair, Rooks Subroyal, and 
Muthma Govender possess a 
total of 137 years of teaching 
experience between them, in the 
South African schooling system 
Their favorite segment of the 
reunion involved talking with 
and getting to know Canadian 
teachers 

One special attendee with the 
earliest teaching experience on 
the home front was Harriet 
Lynch Staunton, who began 
teaching in Didsbury in 1943 
Her advice to today’s teachers.

Hostage incident called 
suicide attempt 

• Sundre man gets tighter sentence 
despite RCMP standoff

A Sundre man who had been 
arrested for allegedly attempt¬ 
ing an armed standoff with 
RCMP. was given a lighter sen¬ 
tence after the crown admitted 
the show down was more about 
a suicide attempt than a threat to 
the police 

Frank Edward Hopkins was 
charged with uttering death 
threats, possession of a prohib¬ 


ited firearm, two counts of as¬ 
sault and kidnapping after an 
incident near Caroline last May 
RCMP said they received a 
call on that day about a man 
sitting on a rock on Highway 22 
with a loaded rifle, but the call 
turned out to be from Hopkins 
who was attempting to draw the 
police into a shoot-out, alleg¬ 
edly in order to kill himself 
The RCMP cornered 
Hopkins in a mobile home near 
Caroline where he was thought

to be holding two hostages at 
gun point But the crown said, 
after further investigation into 
the incident, that the two men 
who allegedly had been held by 
Hopkins were actually friends 
of his attempting to save his life 
and that the gun Hopkins had 
been holding was never actually 


loaded 

RCMP managed to arrest 
Hopkins without incident after 
he fell asleep in the mobile home 
In a rare joint submission by 
both the crown and defense at¬ 
torneys, the judge was asked to 
sentence Hopkins to six months

Court shorts

Apologies to the victims, coop¬ 
erating with the police and attempts 
to turn their lives around netted two 
young offenders a break in provin¬ 
cial court last week, according to a 
provincial court judge 

The judge told the two boys, 
who were under 18 at the time of 
their arrest, that their actions since 
the time of the multiple break ms at 
summer cottages for which they 
were charged likely saved them 
from spending time in jail. 

One was charged with 10 counts 
of break, enter and theft, one count 
of break, enter and mischief and 
one count of break and enter with 
intent to commit theft. The other 
was charged with nine counts of 
break, enter and theft, one count of 
break and enter with intent and one 
count of break, enter and mischief. 

“I’m going to give you a break 
today,” Judge Lawrence told the 
two. “I’m tempted to give you to 
custody but I don’t think that is 
necessary because 1 think the reha¬ 
bilitative factors outweigh the pu¬ 
nitive aspect. ’ ’ 

The two, who cannot be named 
under the Young Offenders Act, 
were each given 18 months proba¬ 
tion and ordered to pay restitution 
to the victims for their out of pocket 
expenses. One will pay $1950 and 
the other will pay $2510 The two 
were also ordered to undertake 80 
hours of community service.

“Never make a threat that you 
can’t carry out”, was echoed by 
Hazel Youngs who started teach¬ 
ing elementary school in the

“[Students] will go as far as 
they can,” Youngs said “If 
you’re going to be a doormat, 
they’ll wipe their feet on you. If 
you’re fair, they know that Be 
tough Rule with love, but get 
respect first ” 

Paula Klmck (Jackson) now 
teaching in Airdrie, a teacher in 
Didsbury from 1988 to 1991, 
had an interesting perspective, 
having been taught in the same 
school where she eventually took 
up a teaching post herself 

“It’s so different as a student 
and as an adult," Klinck said. “I 
could remember sitting in a desk 
in that class and then there I was, 
teaching the class I was afraid 
of some of the teachers who I 
wound up working with Once I 
got to know them I thought. 

How could I have ever been 
afraid of them?’” 

Teachers who had over 30 
years experience seemed to 
agree that the primary reason 
for their longevity revolved 
around the fact that every day 
brought something new but 
Edith Luft and Elsie Brandcr, 
both elementary school teach¬ 
ers, summed it up by saying 


A 20-year-old Didsbury man 
discovered ordering out of an

Blake Fifield was ordered to pay 
a $200 after he pleaded guilty to 
possessing a prohibited weapon 
The weapon, a butterfly knife, was 
discovered when police questioned 
Fifield while he was sitting in his 
car at a noisy party 

Fifield told the judge he had 
ordered the knife out of an Ameri¬ 
can catalogue several years ago and 
wasn’t sure if the knife was illegal 
to own. 

Possession ofLSD netted an Olds 
man a $250 fine. 

Christopher Laveque was fined 
after he pleaded guilty to possess¬ 
ing the illegal chemical drug in 
Didsbury Provincial Court last 
week 

Laveque was charged after 
RCMP pulled over his car on High¬ 
way 27. The sight of a hash pipe 
hanging from the car’s rear-view 
mirror prompted officers to search 
the car more carefully which was 
when they discovered the small 
amount of the drug which was made 
popular in the 60s and 70s. 

Laveque, age 20, was given un¬ 
til September 7 to pay the fine.

Dean Kimball pleaded guilty to 
dangerous driving causing bodily 
harm, charges which were laid last 
February after he ran a red light at 
an intersection in Olds and ran into 
another car, injuring the driver 

The woman driver suffered a 
broken shoulder blade and neck 
injuries. A baby, also in the car at 
the time of the accident, escaped 
unharmed. 

The judge told Kimball, 22, that 
he should pay a substantial fine for 
what he called a “foolish, stupid, 
senseless and dangerous operation’ ’, 
but said he would reduce the amount 
because of Kimball’s guilty plea, 
his age and his low paying job 

Kimball was fined $800 and had 
his driver’s licence suspended for 
18 months. 

A young offender will remain in 
jail while a pre-sentencing report is 
prepared after he pleaded guilty to 
two counts of uttering death threats 
and two counts of assault. 

The young man was charged on 
July 30 after he beat up both his 
adopted mother and father when 
they refused to allow him to use the 
family car. 

The young offender had a previ¬ 
ous record for assaulting his father 
from earlier in the year 

The crown asked the court to 
order a pre-sentencing report on the 
young man to help them uncover 
where the source of his anger 
stemmed His family expressed 
concern that he was suffering from 
a drug and alcohol abuse problem 


paid to do something I liked,” 
Brandcr said, concluding “Not 
many people get to do that ” 


The court hopes to have the pre- 
sentence report back by August 30 
when the man will be sentenced 

An Olds boy who refused to 
return home after his mother asked 
the court to impose an earlier cur¬ 
few, and threw racial slurs at the 
guarding officer in the provincial 
court building, will stay in prison 
until a pre-sentencing report is com¬ 
pleted 

The boy, who cannot be named 
under the Young Offenders Act, 
had been welcome to return home 
after he was arrested and pleaded 
guilty to stealing $20 cash from a 
restaurant till and breaking into a 
shed at the Olds Trap and Skeet 
Club and stealing two boxes of clay 
pigeons But the boy, who had origi¬ 
nally agreed to go home, changed 
his mind when the mother asked the 
judge to change his curfew from 
9pm to 7am to 7pm to 7 am 

The boy, who had been in cus¬ 
tody for two days, then got into a 
struggle with Constable Mann of 
the Olds RCMP detachment who 
tried to lead him back to the holding 
cell The boy also swore at the of¬ 
ficer, making racial comments. 

The crown asked the court to 
order the pre-sentencing report be¬ 
cause his family felt he also suf¬ 
fered from a drug or alcohol abuse 
problem. He will return to court on 
August 30 for sentencing

To tax or not to tax, there is no question 
Canada is a country run on taxes No one can argue with the 
good our taxation system has done All you have to do is look at 
the free roads, free schools, free hospitals and parks to know just 
how good we have it, especially when you compare tax rates to 
results 

The problem is regardless of how much the tax is, people will 
complain about them. 

Take for example the recent controversy over the Chretien 
government’s plan to roll the GST up with provincial sales taxes 
and make it a flat rate of 11 percent 

For many provinces who already have matching seven per¬ 
cent provincial taxes with the seven percent GST, to combine the 
two and keep them included in the price tags rather than separate 
at the till is a godsend for consumers and small business owners 
Let’s face it, before it became the GST the 14 percent Manufac¬ 
turer’s Sales Tax, which was included in a vast amount of retail 
goods, wasn’t even blinked at Many people weren’t even aware 
it existed But as soon as it became visible, everyone started 
complaining It increased the amount of accounting work for 
practically every one and made every cashier’s job a nightmare 
having to listdh to grouchy people complain about how much 
extra they had to pay 

Now the only province which may have a legitimate com¬ 
plaint about the idea is Alberta But in truth, the plan could be 
a watershed for our deficit reducing government Good old 
Ralph could bring in extra money to help pay down the debt and 
he could lay the blame on the federal government 

Okay, so old Ralph said no more taxes, granted, but let’s call 
a spade a spade As if increased costs for Alberta health care 
insurance is not really a tax At least the federal tax idea is 
honest They need to bring in more money and they are proposing 
a method to make accounting easier to everyone Big deal 
What is the problem with paying just a little more anyway? 
Why is Ralph so dead set against instituting a revenue increase 
with the word tax in it 9 Why are Albertans suffering so much in 
education, health care and welfare while other, so-called less 
fortunate provinces are making outjust fine slicing their deficits 
with some cut backs and some minor tax increases 9 And what 
is w rong with allow ing the federal government to do the same 9 
After all, Alberta was the birth place of the hysteria over the 
federal deficit It seems only fair that we contribute as much to 
the solution as to the problem

Will Alberta find itself forced to 
export water to the US? That'll be 
decided by the Klein government in 
the next few weeks and if it accepts 
the recommendations of a govern¬ 
ment appointed committee, the an¬ 
swer will probably be yes. 

The report from the Water Man¬ 
agement Review Committee came out 
last month, so quietly that you'd never 
guess that the committee's public hear¬ 
ings were often crowded and very 
lively indeed. What came out of the 
sound and fury was a thorough and 
wide-ranging list of recommendations 
on everything from the possibility of a 
water tax to an exemption for some 
kinds of environmental review. 

Oh, and there's a recommendation 
to allow people to buy and sell the 
right to water "We're not promoting 
it," says committee chairman Glenn 
Clegg, "but it's a possibility." 

It's a possibility that provoked most 
of the sound and fury at those hear¬ 
ings. As the report notes, the idea 
produced "strong opposition, espe¬ 
cially from the agricultural commu¬ 
nity". 

Many farmers argue that buying 
and selling water licenses apart from 
the land separates the water from the 
land, thereby reducing property val¬ 
ues and ruining agriculture and the 


recommendation does exclude "tradi¬ 
tional agricultural uses of water" 

It doesn't take much research to 
figure out that our cousins south of the 
border are running short of water, 
though In California these days, it's 
quite possible to wind up in jail for 
illegally watering your lawn. In Ne¬ 
vada, where water brokers make a lot 
of money, a casino reportedly paid 
$750,000 for enough H 2 0 to put ice 
cubes in the highballs 

When one of those brokers shows 
up with the cash that a financially 
strapped Alberta licensee could use, 
the broker is going to win. 

The irony is that people would 
make money from something they got 
for free, as some have done in Nevada 
and Glenn Clegg doesn't think much 
of that. "It's wrong, dead wrong." 

But the report from his committee 
notes that such "transfers” encourage 
the use of market forces. Clegg also 
points to a further recommendation, 
which would allow the sale of a water 
allocation licence only where there's 
an approved water management plan 
in place. 

That puts the power in the hands of 
whoever makes the management plan: 
"We didn't get into that," says Clegg, 
"but [it would include] all 
stakeholders, without any exceptions." 
He notes that his committee repre¬ 
sented 70 interest groups. Those in¬ 
terest groups will be responsible for 


deciding who can buy and sell water 
Somehow. 

But it doesn't matter who decides, 
just as it doesn't matter that the com¬ 
mittee clearly recommended against 
allowing the sale of water over the 
border What matters is the moment 
that a licence for water rights changes 
hands in Alberta 

"The water right becomes a com¬ 
modity and can be sold for a fair 
market value,” noted former environ¬ 
ment minister Brian Evans last year 

Once it's a commodity, under the 
rules of the North American Free 
Trade Agreement (NAFTA), Canada 
may become effectively obligated to 
sell it over the border And a provin¬ 
cial law forbidding water exports 
would be about as effective, well, as a 
water pistol. 

It's a possibility the committee 
chairman freely acknowledges. 

"It could be . If a basin plan puts in 
that transferability and, under 
NAFTA, it could happen But we 
would hope not." 

It was quite an accomplishment 
for Glenn Clegg to get agreement 
from such a cast of interest groups, 
but if the new Water Act permits the 
sale ofthose water rights, some thirsty 
Americans will be showing up, armed 
with their chequebooks and some very 
pricey legal help.

Recollections result in series 


Dear Editor: 

I am writing regarding the physi¬ 
otherapy crisis m Alberta 

Changes to the way in which 
physiotherapy is funded are so rid¬ 
dled with confusion and unan¬ 
swered questions that it seems in¬ 
evitable that publicly funded physi¬ 
otherapy will soon be a faded 
memory People are unsure of where 
to access services and many are 
unable to pay directly for what was 
previously an insured service 

Health Minister Shirley 
McClellan and her appointees on 
the Regional Health Authorities try 
to reassure us by saying high needs 
patients will receive insured physi¬ 
otherapy I question what 'high 
needs' means Is a farmer who strains 
his back before haying season high 
needs? What about a senior living 
with chronic pain, virtually house¬ 
bound without weekly physi¬ 
otherapy? People who access physi¬ 
otherapy do so because they need it. 
This type of "prove-it" health care 
is neither fair not just and is yet 
another example of the diminishing 
level of equitable health care in 
Alberta 

Unfortunately, the problems do 
not end there The changes to physi¬ 
otherapy will also eliminate your 
freedom of choice No longer will 
you be able to choose which physi¬ 
otherapist you can access - only 
certain physiotherapists and sites 
will be available to you Physi¬ 


otherapists are facing the insur¬ 
mountable challenge of trying to 
make sense of this botched pro¬ 
gram while at the same time treat¬ 
ing patients Impending layoffs and 
possible closures of physiotherapy 
clinics loom ahead and yet the 
I lealth Minister refuses to stop and 
re-analyze this situation The Min¬ 
ister had the opportunity to delay 
this program when she was warned 
before its implementation that the 
consequences of moving ahead this 
quickly would be disastrous 

Grant Mitchell and the Alberta 
Liberal Caucus believe Albertans 
deserve better. We believe that 
changes of this magnitude should 
not be forced, but should be based 
on consultation Our solution would 
include the underlying premise of 
common sense: while the funding 
and accessibility issues are being 
re-engineered, let the system re¬ 
main intact 

We feel that it is unfair to com¬ 
promise the integrity of community 
based therapies by forcing a par¬ 
tially developed program on the 
public For this reason, it makes 
sense to implement some version of 
the Community Rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram only after the outstanding is¬ 
sues of binding, access and quality 
assurance have been resolved.

It has been a long time since we 
have taken the opportunity to give 
a report to the public from the 
Council Table 

A new reporting system both 
from staff and citizens of Didsburv 
to Council has been put in place 
This is to allow administration to 
take care of problems presented to 
Council 

In regards to staff, there is a staff 
action list This keeps a record of 
all requests from Council to staff 
with a completion deadline date 
Council then reviews this list on a 
regular basis to verily with admin¬ 
istration that the action is com¬ 
pleted and what, if any, response 
there is to it. 

As for citizens complaints - the 
process has been simplified Any 
citizen with a complaint is invited 
to discuss the complaint and/or reg¬ 
ister the complaint at the Town

Everyday we hear bits and pieces 
about the Paul Bemado and O.J.

Goodale to discuss Canada-U.S. trade issues 


Special to the Review 


Agriculture and Agri-Food Min¬ 
ister Ralph Goodale meets in Regina 
this week with a number of organi¬ 
zations representing a broad cross- 
section of the Canadian grains in¬ 
dustry The purpose of the meeting 
is to gather the input and advice of 
the industry on short-term cross- 
border grain trade issues between 
Canada and the U.S. 

In September of last year, Canada 
and the U.S. entered into a one-year 
Memorandum of Understanding 
(MOU) on bilateral gram trade is¬ 
sues Under the MOU, the Ameri¬ 
cans implemented a tariff rate quota 
(TRQ) system which had the effect 
of fixing a temporary ceiling on the 
volume of durum wheat and certain 
other wheat exports from Canada to 
the U S. That TRQ expires on Sep¬ 
tember 11, 1995 

The MOU also established a 10- 
member binational commission to 
examine all aspects of each coun¬ 
try's gram marketing and support 
systems and to offer non-binding 
advice that might assist the two 
countries to avoid cross-border 
grain trade problems. The commis¬ 
sion issued a preliminary report in 
June Its final report is due on or 
before the date upon which the 
American TRQ expires (Septem¬ 
ber 11). 

In anticipation of possible grain 
trade discussions with the U S over 
the next several weeks, the meeting 
in Regina is intended to solicit the 
most current views of Canadian 
stakeholders as to how Canada's 
grain trading relationship with the 
United States should be managed 
over the short-term Goodale said 


this discussion is in keeping with 
his "Team Canada" approach to 
trade-related issues — engaging in 
frequent consultations with all rel¬ 
evant stakeholders to help develop 
the strongest possible Canadian 
trade strategies. 

In this same vein, 10 days ago at 
the 1995 Annual Conference of fed- 
eral/provincial/territorial Agricul¬ 
ture Ministers in St. John's, New¬ 
foundland, the federal government 
was given a ringing endorsement of 
its strong continuing stand in de¬ 
fence of Canada's legitimate agri¬ 
cultural trade rights and interests. 

Minister Goodale has repeatedly 
reiterated three key points in the 
Canadian position: 

• First, when the U.S. wheat TRQ 
runs out on September 11, Canada 
is simply not interested in any di¬ 
rect or indirect extension of any 
limitatiaons, 

• Second, the federal govern¬ 
ment is committed to maintaining 
Canada's current grain quality stand¬ 
ards which are widely acknowl¬ 
edged as the best in the world; and, 

• Third, if there are to be any 
future changes in Canadian gram 
marketing policies, such decisions 
will be taken in Canada by Canadi¬ 
ans for our own Canadian reasons 
in the best interests of Canadian 
farmers. 

The organizations invited to the 
consultations include the Canadian 
Wheat Board and its Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, the Canadian Grain Com¬ 
mission, the Ontario Wheat Pro¬ 
ducers Marketing Board, the Cana¬ 
dian Federation of Agriculture, the 
National Farmers Union, Keystone 
Agricultural Producers Association, 
Unifarm, Prairie Pools Inc, the 


Western Canadian Wheat Growers 
Association, the Western Barley 
Growers Association, the Canada 
Grains Council, the Canadian Feed 
Industry Association, the three west-

How to communicate so every¬ 
one wins 

Effective communication is the 
backbone to strong business part¬ 
nerships, employer/employee and 
family relationships We communi¬ 
cate through written, verbal and 
visual means every day, usually 
without giving it much thought 

Assertive and effective commu¬ 
nication takes a considerable amount 
of practice and forethought. Take 
the time to consider the following 
four points. They may help you 
become a more effective communi¬ 
cator and prevent misunderstand¬ 
ing. 

Point 1. Active Listening. We 
have habitual ways of listening and 
observing others. 1 lave you ever 
felt that you did not have the full 
attention of the listener? It is the 
way we listen and observe that makes 
us effective (or ineffective) com-

municators. Plan to do less than 
one-half of the talking. Be sure to 
paraphrase. Try to repeat in your 
own words what you heard being 
said. Ask open-ended questions that 
may provide you with more details. 

Point 2. Use the "I" approach. 
Take responsibility for misunder¬ 
standings by saying, "I didn't un¬ 
derstand." rather than "You didn't 
explain". Try to explain how the 
situation makes you feel For exam¬ 
ple, try saying "I am very frustrated 
because you don't' give me clear 
instructions on what you want me to 
do when we are chasing cattle." 
Rather than, "You are so miserable 
with me whenever we chase cattle 
I'm trying my best, but it is never 
good enough!" The latter comment 
only puts the receiver of the mes¬ 
sage on the defensive. 

Point 3: Match non-verbal sig¬ 
nals with verbal messages Only 7 
percent of the impact of a message 
comes from the verbal (or the con¬ 
tent of what you say), 38 percent 
from the vocal (how you say it) and

Have you ever been in a situation 
where someone tells you that every¬ 
thing is fine but their face is red and 
fists are clenched?

Concept 4. Be courteous. Show 
genuine interest in others and ob¬

Peas poised to break production Olds Auction Market 

record report 


Special to the Review 

While wide yield variability is 
expected, prairie field pea produc¬ 
tion will likely break last year's 
record according to an Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture market analyst 

"Current estimates put prairie 
production at between 1.5 and 1.6 
million tonnes," said Matthew 
Machielse of the market analysis 
and statistics branch 

While increased production can 
mean falling prices, so far that hasn't
